Washington, March 17.—'Retail food 


costs for the average family in the 
United States during February were 
3 per cent less than during January, 
according to the compilation made by 
the United States Department of La- 
bor, announced today. 


This decrease comuined with others 


which have occurred since February 
15, 1921, makes the total reduction for 
the year average 11 per cent. 


Og 37 articles entering into- the 


average diet, reductions range from 
28 per cent during ue year on granu- 
lated sugar on down to 2 per cent on 
canned peas. 


Increases were found to have been 


made in the prices of seven other arti- 
cles amounting to as much as 179 per 
cent for onions and 1 per cent for 
fresh eggs. 


Wholesale prices during February,

~ That the MeNary Bill, which was 


favorably 
reported 
to congress on 


March 7th, it passed would mean the 
development of the sugar beet indus- 
try in N'orth Dakota on a large scale, 
as the result- of irrigation is the be- 
lief of the State Engineer's office, as 
expressed in "a statement issued to- 
day. 


This bill provides for the appropria- 


tion of $370,000,000 for the reclama- 
tion of arid, swamp and cut-over lands 
aa recotnmended by President Harding 
inHits message to congress. 
"- 


North Dakota's share of such an 


appropriation would be no small sum. 
There are over 200,000 acres of land 
along the Missouri River in North Da- 
kota that can be economically irri- 
gated by pumping. 
The development 


of sugar beet culture in connection 
therewith is a very promising feature. 


The production pf alfalfa for winter 


feed for dairy cows will be a great in- 
dustry as well. 


"The Missouri River ranks first in 


size 
of 
all 
the 
streams flowing 


through the arid and semi-arid states 
of the 
west. 
The 
Colorado River 


ranks second and the Columbia River 
third, says the statement of the state 
engineers. 


"The development of these two les- 


ser streams has been planned on an 
enormous scale," continues the state- 
ment, "while on the waters of the 
Missouri, which represent the great- 
est source of supply, development has 
scarcely 'begun. 


"The Missouri River flows through 


North Dakota for 406 miles and in that 
distance falls 303 feet or about nine 
inches per mile. 
Unfortunately, the 


construction of dams along its course 
in North Dakota is not feasible owing 
to the lack of stable foundation. 


Surrey Made in 1891 


"In 1891 the U. S. Geological sur- 


vey made a survey of the divide be- 
tween Port Stephenson and Mmot for 
the purpose of finding a way of di- 
verting the Missouri River by means 
of a canal over the divide. 


"The lowest point found in this di- 


vide is 200 feet above the Missouri 
'River at the Montana State Line and 
the project was not considered feas- 
ible at that time. 


"The Missouri river at Fort Steph- 


enson is 130 feet above the city of Mi- 
not and 200 feet above the Mouse 
River at Velva 


"A barrier about twenty miles wide 


'and 300 feet high separates these two 
streams. The possibility of tunneling 
this ridge has been suggested at var- 
ious times in the past. 


"While no insuperable engineering 


problem would be involved by such a 
project, its feasibility could be de- 
termined only by the extension of 
topographical 
maps 
such 
as have 


been made by the 
U. S. Geological 


Survey in other sections of the state 


"The U. S. Geological Survey is now 


cooperating ^ith 21 states m making 
surveys of this 
character and the

cludes the possibility of North Dakota 
taking advantage of this opportunity.

on farms in North Dakota March 1, 
1922, was relatively small as compared 
with other recent years. There is one 
exception, however, which is the corn 
crop. It appears as if the present sup- 
ply of corn is slightly larger than oth-

farms March 1. Likewise, the barley 
crop was less than the average for 
1921. 
Feed requirements and other 


demands have 
reduced the present 


supply to" a comparatively low point. 


The situation in the United States 


as a whole on March 1, 1922, indicates 
that the National reserve of corn, oats, 
and barley was materially below the 
usual reserve. It would be observed 
that the carry over of corn was ap- 
proximately 6 per cent less than one 
year ago, while it is 5.2 per cent 
greater than the 1920 reserve. There 
is one outstanding feature in this re- 
port as regards corn. It is this, that 
never in recent years was the quality 
so high, 87.5 per cent of the entire 
crop being merchantable, 


Carry Qyer'of Wheat 


The National carry over of wheat 


wes 5.8 per cent below that of one 
year ago, although this year's carry 
over was 2.7 per cent greater than the 
carry over of 1920. However, the Na- 
tional crop was so much larger in 
1919 that the March 1, 1920 carryover 
was considerable 
greater in actual 


bushels than tlie present reserve. 


Similar 
to 
the 
above crops, the 


present reserve ot oats is noticeably 
below the average, being 7.6 p^r cent 
less than 
one year ago, but 3.5 per 


' cent greater than the 1920. The 1919 


production, however, had been so very 
much larger that the present stock on 
farms is very much below the carry 
over of that year. 


The reserve of barley in the United 


States on March 1, was 7.4 per cent 
below that of one year ago. The 1920 
reserve 
v,.ij less than the present 


amount on farms by some seven mil- 
lion bushels 
or 4.2 per cent. The 


present stock, however, is much be- 
low the usual reserve of this crop. 


Information secured indicates that 


the decline in farm land values exper- 
ienced in other states has also struck 
(North Dakota but in a minor way 
compared with the states to the south 
and east, especially less violently than 
in the so-called "corn belt states." 
The present value of poor plow lands 
was placed at $2500 per acre. This 
is $6.00 below the previous high point 
reached, but it is only $6.00 an acre 
less than the valuation of one year 
ago on this class of land.

A great many gardeners 
have an idea that the only thing nec- 
essary is to work the surface up into 
huge chunks and then pound these 
into pieces with the back, ot a,- hoe, 
but, says the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, the gardener who 
really knows how, spades his soil very- 
carefully. cutting it In'thtn slices to 


Simple Tools Essential in the Cultiva-

the full depth of the spade, then break- 
ing up/ each spadeful as he goes, using 
the edge of the spade or spading fork 
for breaking the clods. 


No matter how much work Is done 


on the surface a poor job of spading 
can never be remedied and, while 
the surface may be loose and mellow 
the underlying soil will be rough and 
cloddy so that vegetables planted up- 
on It will not do weH. A good plow- 
man tarns over the furrows evenly 
and of uniform depth. The same prin- 
ciple holds In spading, and the spade- 
fuls should be of uniform thickness 
and depth and every one be turned 
evenly. 


The gardeners of England and 


France are far 'ahead of oor American 
gardeners in the matter of soil prep- 
aration, and we could well learn a 
lesson from them. In, preparing their 
land for planting they fork it over 
very carefully and- mix with the soil 
considerable quantities of manure. 
This mixing, however, IB so well done 
that the manure disappears In the 
soil and becomes an ultimate part of 
it. 
There are no slipshod methods 


in the work of these English and 
French gardeners and they are en- 
abled'to grow more on an acre than 
some American gardeners grow on five 
acres. A little land well prepared, 
the. Department 
of Agriculture be- 


lieves, is better than, a large area 
improperly fitted. Get the habit of 
doing things well, It pays la tlu long 
run.

This dif- 
ficulty, however, can be to a consider- 
able degree overcome by properly 
hardening the plant to outside con- 
ditions before setting them in the gar- 
den.
